A mysterious dented copper box 
has been pulled from the rubble of 
the Queen Elizabeth High School 
site. 

Construction workers recently 
discovered the box in the build¬ 
ing’s cornerstone, which means it’s 
most likely a time capsule from 
1941, when the school was being 
built. 

“I can’t wait to crack that thing 
open,” Transportation Minister Bill 
Estabroolcs, a former history 
teacher, said yesterday. 

But before the contents are 
revealed, the province wants to find 
former graduates, hopefully some 
who attended the school in the 
1940s, to be there when it’s opened. 

Estabroolcs said the event should 
take place sometime next month. 

“It will be really interesting to 
see 1941, the war era and Halifax’s 
new high school,” he said. 

Sue Hughes has a lengthy fami¬ 
ly tradition when it comes to QEH. 
Her parents were seniors at the 
school in 1942, its inaugural year.

Hughes graduated from there in 
1964 and her children are also 
alumni. 

She said she’d like to see evi¬ 
dence in the box of what students 
and teachers in 1941 thought the 
world would be like. 

“Like I’m sure they didn’t even 
think of television,” she said. 

Even though the building is now 
rubble and the Last Chance 
Reunion of 2007 is long over, the 
school still has a community. Hugh¬ 
es said she keeps in contact with 
several of her former classmates. 

“It’s sad to see it gone, but it was 
sadder to see it in disarray,” she 
said.

In the past 250 years, the 
formal list of named 
species has grown to in¬ 
clude about 1.2 million 
animals, plants, fungi 
and other simpler organ¬ 
isms. 

But the actual total is 
much higher, given that 
new species are still 
being discovered at a 
rapid rate, with an aver¬ 
age of 6,200 new species 
catalogued annually in 
the past 20 years alone.

Trouble is, the latest 
scientific estimates are 
less than useful, varying 
from three million to 
more than 100 million 
species. 

Researchers at Dal¬ 
housie University in Hali¬ 
fax say they have devised 
an innovative analytical 
technique to dramati¬ 
cally narrow that range, 
producing what they de¬ 
scribe as the most precise 
calculation ever offered. 
In a study published yes¬ 
terday in the scientific 
journal PLoS Biology, the 
scientists say the poten¬ 
tial number of species 
worldwide is about 8.7 
million. 

If they’re right, that 
means 86 per cent of all 
species have yet to be dis¬ 
covered.

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U.S. tremor felt far and wide 


O People scurried onto city streets 
O Some flights were put on hold, 
while trains ran at slower speeds 


One of the strongest earth¬ 
quakes ever recorded on 
the East Coast of the U.S. 
shook buildings and rattled 
nerves yesterday, forcing 
the evacuation of parts of 
the Capitol, White House 
and Pentagon. 

There were no immedi¬ 
ate reports of deaths, but 
there were some injuries. 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
said the quake registered 
magnitude 5.8 and was cen¬ 
tred about 64 kilometres 
northwest of Richmond, Va. 
Two nuclear reactors at the 
North Anna Power Station 
were automatically taken 
offline by safety systems. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama led a conference 
call with administration of¬ 
ficials, including the Feder¬ 
al Emergency Management 
Agency, the associated press

NDP front-runner 
already on the horizon

One of Jack Layton’s closest 
advisers is emerging as a 
surprise front-runner to 
pick up the torch from the 
fallen NDP leader. 

Insiders say party presi¬ 
dent Brian Topp is receiving 
a lot of encouragement 
from influential quarters to 
join the impending race to 
succeed Layton, who died 
on Monday. 

Topp is one of the key ar¬ 
chitects of Layton’s success 
and was among the last of 
Layton’s tight-knit inner cir¬ 
cle to speak with him be¬ 
fore his death. 

Montreal MP Thomas 
Mulcair, Layton’s deputy 
leader, is widely considered 
the only other prospective 
candidate to have a serious 
shot at taking Layton’s 
place. 

Signs of leadership jock¬ 
eying emerged yesterday 
even as plans were drawn 
up for Layton’s body to lie 
in state on Parliament Hill 
and Toronto City Hall be¬ 
fore a state funeral in 
Toronto on Saturday. 

His closed casket will 
rest for visitation in the foy¬ 
er outside the House of 


Commons. 

The lying-in-state will be 
open to the public today 
from 12:30 p.m. to 8 p.m. 
ET, and tomorrow from 9 
a.m. to 1:30 p.m. ET. He will 
receive a 15-gun salute as 
he leaves Parliament Hill. 

Layton’s casket will then 
rest “in repose” at Toronto 
City Hall all day Friday and 
Saturday morning before a 
state funeral at Roy Thom¬ 
son Hall that afternoon. 

The state funeral, nor¬ 
mally accorded only to cur¬ 
rent and former prime 
ministers, current cabinet 


ministers and governors 
general, was offered by 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper out of respect for 
Layton’s stature. 

Topp, meanwhile, de¬ 
clined to comment on his 
possible leadership aspira¬ 
tions. 

“We lost Jack yesterday 
and his funeral is on Satur¬ 
day,” Topp said in an inter¬ 
view. “It’s not appropriate 
to talk about his successor 
this week.” 

Mulcair could not be 
reached for comment.

Ministry to 
‘look into’ 
tornado 
death 

The family of a salt-mine 
worker fatally crushed by 
debris in a violent tornado 
that ripped through a 
southwestern Ontario town 
on the weekend grappled 
yesterday with his death. 

Two days after police 
broke the news that her 61- 
year-old husband had died, 
Brenda Turcotte Laberge 
said she still doesn’t know 
why he was the only one 
killed in the storm that bat¬ 
tered Goderich with 280 
km/h winds and injured 37 
other people. 

Normand Laberge died 
on the job at the Sifto salt 
mine, the largest rock-salt 
mine in the world. Other 
employees who were work¬ 
ing at the time survived. 

A spokeswoman for 
Sifto’s parent company 
Compass Minerals said the 
mine was being evacuated 
but Laberge wasn’t able to 
escape. Ontario’s Ministiy 
of Labour is looking into 
what caused Laberge’s 
death and what procedures 
were taken to prevent it.

Rebels reclaim city

Hundreds of Libyan rebels 
stormed Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s compound yesterday, 
charging wildly through 
the symbolic heart of the 
crumbing regime as they 
killed loyalist troops, loot¬ 
ed armouries and knocked 
the head off a statue of the 
besieged dictator. But they 
found no sign of the man 
himself. 

The storming of Bab al- 
Aziziya, long the nexus of 
Gadhafi’s power, marked 
the effective collapse of his 
42-year-old regime. But 
with Gadhafi and his pow¬ 
erful sons still unaccount¬ 
ed for, and gun battles 
flaring across the nervous 
city, the fighters cannot 
declare victory. 

The rebel force entered 
the compound after fight¬ 
ing for five hours with Gad¬ 
hafi loyalists outside, using 



mortars, heavy machine- 
guns and anti-aircraft guns. 

They beat and killed 
some of those who defend¬ 
ed the compound and 
hauled away crates of 


weapons and trucks with 
guns mounted on the back 
in a frenzy of looting. 

Gadhafi has not been 
heard from since Sunday, 
when rebels entered 


Tripoli and he delivered a 
series of angry and defiant 
audio messages that were 
apparently phoned in 
to state television.

The company founded and 
run by Evan Reas has 10 
employees and $6 million 
in investor funding. Reas’s 
business concept is simple: 
his website, lal.com, allows 
college students to flirt on¬ 
line. And U.S. college stu¬ 
dents apparently don’t get 
to flirt enough in real life — 
thousands have signed up. 

Reas himself is still just 
26. He’s one of the super-en¬ 
trepreneurs trained at Stan¬ 
ford University’s “Facebook 
class.” 

“The class was extremely 
practical,” says Reas. 

“(Professor B.J. Fogg) 
taught us the theoiy of en¬ 
trepreneurship, but expect¬ 
ed us to use it in the real 
world and tiy it out with 
small experiments to at¬ 
tempt to do it ourselves,” 
says Reas. 

“He wanted us to talk to 
users and to get real data 
ourselves rather than just 
reading it in a book.” 

The class, launched by 
Fogg and Dave McClure in 
2007, hasn’t just spawned 
Reas and lal.com. In fact, its 
main result is a new genera¬ 
tion of companies that 
make money on Facebook 
apps. The first-year students 
designed apps that attract¬ 
ed 16 million users. 


“The concept of this class 
had never been tried be¬ 
fore,” explains Professor 
Fogg. “The students built re¬ 
al things and put them out 
in the world. I told them to 
drop out if they didn’t like 
challenges.” 

Their seminar was, in 
essence, a boot camp for fu¬ 
ture Silicon Valley stars. 
Many are now millionaires, 
at least on paper. 

Akshay Kothari, 25, took 
the class last year and 
founded Pulse.me, an app 
that allows users to create a 
screen mosaic of their 
favourite news sites. 

Since launching 14

months ago, Pulse has gained 
a million users, $10 million 
in funding and an endorse¬ 
ment from Steve Jobs. 

Fogg says starting a suc¬ 
cessful company is actually 
fairly simple. “The biggest 
mistake companies make 
is to overthinlc.” he says. 

“They make their prod¬ 
ucts too complicated, add 
way too many features, 
and delay launching for 
fear of failure. Successful 
apps are simple, social and 
fun.”

There is immeasurable 
character and wonder to 
be discovered in the mys¬ 
tic landscape of Gabriola 
Island, in the Gulf Islands 
of British Columbia. 

Within minutes of arriv¬ 
ing, there’s a good chance 
you’ll spot an eagle soaring, 
watch deer scampering 
along the road or pass by 
the alpaca farm. Ancient 
petroglyphs are carved into 
sandstone throughout the 
island, which is a 20- 
minute ferry ride from 
Nanaimo. There are more 


than a dozen beaches and 
ocean-side spots to visit, in¬ 
cluding the Malaspina Gal¬ 
leries, a stunning 3.5-metre 
natural sandstone forma¬ 
tion created by years of 
wave erosion. 

But the wondrousness 
isn’t limited to the terrain. 

According to the Gabrio¬ 
la Arts Council, the island 
has the fifth highest con¬ 
centration of artists in all 
of Canada. The island is of¬ 
ten referred to as the “Isle 
of the Arts.” 

“There’s a real work 


ethic amongst the artists 
here,” said Ramsey, who is 
president of the council. 
“They go out to their stu¬ 
dio on Monday and come 
out on Friday with a whole 
body of work done.” 

Another intriguing char¬ 
acteristic about Gabriola is 
the high number of vintage 
cars that are seen during 
the summer months. Until 
recently, the local newspa¬ 
per would publish a feature 
on a different vehicle every 
month.

A new $ 8-million aquari¬ 
um highlighting sea life 
from the Bay of Fundy will 
open in St. Andrews by 
Labour Day and is expect¬ 
ed to attract at least 50,000 
visitors a year, says 
spokesman Jim 
Cornall. 

The 
1,850- 
square- 
metre 
Fundy 
Discov¬ 
ery 

Aquari¬ 
um, lo¬ 
cated at 
the Hunts¬ 
man Marine 
Science Centre, 
will remain open 
year-round. It replaces a 
much smaller aquarium 
that had been at the site 
since 1972 and was torn 
down in May 2010. 


A pair of popular har¬ 
bour seals named Loki and 
Snorkel are back, giving 
shows at twice-a-day feed¬ 
ings, but they now occupy 
a deep pool with an under¬ 
water window, said Cor¬ 
nall. 

“The viewing 
experience 
for the pub¬ 
lic is cer¬ 
tainly 
better.” 

There 
are also 
rare 10- 
kilogram 
lobsters, a 
large touch 
pool featuring 
sea stars, crabs, 
sea cucumbers and 
other animals, and a sepa¬ 
rate touch pool with 
skates. 

“We carry a range of 
creatures that would be in 


the (Fundy) intertidal zone 
all the way down to the 
deep sea” — a broad selec¬ 
tion that allows the aquari¬ 
um to raise issues such as 
ecology, climate change 
and invasive species, says 
Comall. 

As well, a two-storey dis¬ 
play shows the height of 
the local tides. 

“We’re lucky that the 
Bay of Fundy has the high¬ 
est tides in the world. It’s 
an impressive exhibit.” 

The federal and New 
Brunswick governments 
each contributed $2.5 mil¬ 
lion toward the aquarium, 
while the Huntsman Ma¬ 
rine Science Centre, a re¬ 
search and education 
facility, added $3 million. 

St. Andrews, in the 
southwest corner of N.B., 
is about 100 kilometres 
west of Saint John.

One of the basic ways Ital- 
ins prepare garden-fresh 
tomatoes is in a pomodoro 
sauce made with basil and 
garlic tossed with pasta.

Preparation: 

I ln pot, bring 6 l (24 
cups) of water to a boil. 
Add 30 ml (2 tbsp) of 
salt.

Add 
garlic slices and toast, 
stirring constantly, for 3 
or until lightly browned.

It doesn’t matter if we 
haven’t worked in a large 
corporation or do not have 
a specific skill. We can 
learn! That’s what we have 
been doing our whole aca¬ 
demic careers.

thinking there is no time to 
train them. 

Career centres and 
schools also need to do 
more to help students by 
providing them with co-op 
experience while in school, 
regardless of their GPA.

The above quote is as true 
at work as it is in life, ex¬ 
cept that in workplace 
law there is always an ex¬ 
ception. Here is a sam¬ 
pling of some of the 
questions readers of this 
column frequently ask 
and the answers I often 
provide. 

Performance appraisals 

When assessing merit, 
your appraisals matter. 
When assessing sever¬ 
ance, they are mostly ir¬ 
relevant. This is because 
poor performance is sel¬ 
dom cause for dismissal. 
Similarly, there is no such 
concept as “near cause”, 
which means there is no 
correlation between your 
level of performance and 
the quantum of severance 
you will ultimately re¬ 
ceive. Therefore, if you 
are fired and it relates to 
performance, you should 
receive the same sever¬ 
ance as if it did not. 

Letters of reference 

Employees believe they 



► Your written employment contract may not be wholly 
binding if it hasn't met all of the necessary criteria. 


are always entitled to a ref¬ 
erence. However, there is 
no rule or law compelling 
a reference, no matter 
how long or meritorious 
your service. 

Employment contracts 

If there is a written con¬ 
tract, it has to meet a 
number of tests. You must, 
at least, be given the op¬ 
portunity to negotiate or 
those terms that are puni¬ 
tive may not be enforced 
later on. This rule also ap¬ 
plies during the course of 
employment, except that 
something of greater value 
must also be offered, such 
as a raise or a promotion, 
in exchange for a contract. 
Otherwise, the courts have 
reasoned, an employer 
could unilaterally impose 
new terms, and you would 
be left without the lever¬ 
age to negotiate or refuse. 

Resignations 

If you resign with advance 


notice and your employer 
asks you to immediately 
leave, are you entitled to 
pay for the remaining pe¬ 
riod of notice? Yes. Unless 
you signed a contract that 
says otherwise, generally 
you must be paid. 

Independent contractor 
agreements 

It usually will not matter 
that workers have signed 
agreements confirming 
they are independent 
from their employers. 
When this characteriza¬ 
tion is challenged, often 
many years later, courts 
are apt to find these work¬ 
ers were truly employees. 
No surprise there. Many 
times the contract repre¬ 
sented little else than a 
“label”. What actually 
matters is how the parties 
behaved.

infielder John McDonald 
had been traded to the Ari¬ 
zona Diamondbacks for sec¬ 
ond baseman Kelly 
Johnson. 

All three players can be 
free agents in the off-sea¬ 
son. 

“This is all I’ve known, 
this has been my family,” 
Hill told the media at 
Rogers Centre before the 
Blue Jays game with the 
Kansas City Royals last 
night. “Like Alex said, I’m 


very open to coming back 
next year. This isn’t the 
end.” 

Added McDonald: “Tve 
had a lot of conversations 
with Alex recently about 
just that, about continuing 
to be a Toronto Blue Jay, 
and that excites me too.” 

The 29-year-old Johnson, 
long rumoured to be an An¬ 
thopoulos target, has ap¬ 
peared in 114 games for 
Arizona this season, post¬ 
ing a .209 average with 18 
home runs, 49 RBIs and 13 
stolen bases. 

A first-round pick of the 


Atlanta Braves in 2000, 
Johnson is a career .260 hit¬ 
ter with 89 home runs and 
326 RBIs in 758 games. 

“He has the ability to get 
on base, draw some walks 
and he’s got power to all 
fields,” Anthopoulos said. 
“He’d be the first one to tell 
you, I’m sure, he’s not per¬ 
forming the way he expect¬ 
ed to, especially off the year 
he came off of last year.” 

Players must clear 
waivers to be traded after 
July 31 and Anthopoulos 
said all the Blue Jays players 
cleared early in August as a

Stamkos pulling 
for Crosby’s return 


Steven Stamkos says the 
NHL needs Sidney Crosby. 

The Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins superstar has been 
out of action since Janu¬ 
ary with post-concussion 
syndrome and it was ru¬ 
moured this week he suf¬ 
fered a setback in his 
recovery. 

Stamkos said it’s diffi¬ 
cult to see Crosby on the 
sidelines, both for the 
health of the league and 
as a fellow player. 

“It’d be tough, we need 
him. He’s the face of the 
NHL,” the Tampa Bay 
Lightning sniper said yes¬ 
terday at an NHL fitness 
camp in Toronto. “It obvi¬ 
ously would take away 
from our game not having 
him in the lineup, so 
hopefully everything goes 
well.” 

Crosby’s agent tried to 
quell rumours Monday 
that the centre had can¬ 
celled some on-ice work¬ 
outs and that he wouldn’t 


be ready for training 
camp next month. 

Pat Brisson said in a re¬ 
lease the 24-year-old had 
adjusted his workout 
schedule and would ad¬ 
dress his condition at an 
“appropriate time.” 

Crosby hasn’t appeared 
in a game since Jan. 5 
when he took a blow to 
the head for a second 
straight game and was di¬ 
agnosed with a concus¬ 
sion. 

Stamkos, who recently 
signed a big extension 
with Tampa Bay, added 
the amount of concus¬ 
sions in the league is 
alarming. 

“It’s scary with the 
amount of concussions, 
not only with him, over 
the past couple years,” 
Stamkos said. 

“As a fellow player in 
the league, you want to 
prevent that sort of 
thing.”

As a four-door wearing a two-door’s body, 
the tester offered up a surprisingly generous 
back seat, easy entry and exit, a massive 
trunk, and a great forward view of the road. 

No issue with space on board for a four- 
person road trip, and up front, the driver 
and passenger could easily forget they 
aren’t simply in a sedan. 

Typical coupe-related compromises are 
largely eliminated, here. 


Most will find the cabin 
styling modest and plain, 
an attribute embodied 
most heavily in the graph¬ 
ics of the infotainment sys¬ 
tem which are on par with 
the average gas station 
ATM machine. 

This part of the Accord is 
in dire need of an update. 


Under the testers’ hood, Honda’s 3.5-litre SOHC V6 engine dis¬ 
penses 271 horsepower to the front wheels, thanks in part to 
the automaker’s proven VTEC valve timing system. Among 
other things, VTEC ramps up engine output and sound effects 
at higher revs, creating a delightfully peaky power-curve. 
Honda’s proven J35 Z3 powerplant sounds fantastic, loves to 
work and moves the Accord Coupe along like absolute heck. 

A six-speed manual transmission took centre stage within 
the tester. It offered up a fairly slick shift action despite a 
longer throw, as well as a light and easygoing clutch.

The 
Accord Coupe isn’t a han¬ 
dling monster first and 
foremost, but it’s enter¬ 
taining to push hard, not 
to mention comfortable, 
compliant and relatively 
quiet during cruising. 

End of the day, the Ac¬ 
cord Coupe’s surprising 
sensibility, as well as Hon¬ 
da’s reputation for reliabili¬ 
ty, quality and residual 
value will be big draws 
here. Shoppers after a mus¬ 
cular sports coupe that’s 
nearly as rational and level¬ 
headed as a family sedan 
won’t likely be disappoint¬ 
ed.

Complaints tend to centre 
around lower-than-expected cabin build 
quality and materials selection, some 
noises as the G6 ages, and a rattly 
sunroof. Some wish for better gas 
mileage from the larger engines. 


Common issues 

Well-documented 
problems with the G6’s 
electric power steering 
may result in a loss of 
power steering assist — 
meaning the steering 
could become stiff and feel 
“locked up” at speed. 

This safety issue was ad¬ 
dressed by a service 
bulletin, and any GM me¬ 
chanic should be able to 
check and replace the 
troublesome parts. 

A check of the vehicle’s 
suspension and front-end 
is also advised. 

Verdict 

Opt for a newer, used G6, 
and you’ll likely find an af¬ 
fordable, solid and sporty 
driving companion. 

Expect above-average 
sportiness and 
performance, and below- 
average resale value.

Cadillacs of yesteryear 
were big, imposing 
expressions of Ameri¬ 
can affluence and con¬ 
fidence. Mobsters, 
movie stars and other 
big shots loved them, 
and used them to 
extend their A-type 
personalities. 

Then something happened 
during the 1970s. They lost 
their Mojo and starting 


hanging out with the 
wrong crowd — retired 
Floridians who favoured 
white golfing slacks and/or 
dinner theatre. 

Cadillac gradually got its 
‘cred back, mostly through 
a veiy successful new exte¬ 
rior design language called 
Art and Science, which de¬ 
buted on the original CTS 
in 2002. Those sharp angles 
and crisp lines were not 
universally loved, but they 
definitely gave Cadillac a 
decisive and modern per¬ 
sonality. 

What’s next? 

Well, we now have some 
idea, thanks to the unveil¬ 
ing of the Ciel concept, at 
last weekend’s Concours 
d’Elegance classic car show 
at the Pebble Beach coun¬ 
try club in California. 

I wasn’t there, which is

just as well, because we all 
know that part of Califor¬ 
nia just sucks (OK, maybe 
some sour grapes talking). 

But we have pictures 
and they reveal that the 
Ciel — French for sky and 
pronounced “C-L” — is 
evolving Cadillac’s Art and 
Science design toward a 
more flowing direction. 
Not quite a river, but defi¬ 
nitely less geometry class. 


The other intent of Ciel 
is to announce that Cadil¬ 
lac is anxious to once again 
have a big halo type vehicle 
in its portfolio, which it 
could stack against the 
range-topping models from 
rivals BMW and Mercedes- 
Benz (7 Series and S Class 
Sedans, respectively). 

As such Ciel is big. It sits 
on a 125-inch wheelbase, 
and is 12 inches longer 


than Cadillac’s current 
biggest sedan, the CTS. The 
“open air grand tourer” 
body style, complete with 
suicide doors, is purpose¬ 
fully extravagant, as are the 
interior accoutrements and 
conveniences. 

The hybrid powerplant 
is a sign of the times: 3.6- 
litre V6 with twin tur¬ 
bochargers, and 

lithium-battery powered 


electric motor. 

“The Ciel is about the ro¬ 
mance of the drive,” noted 
Clay Dean, Cadillac’s global 
design director. 

“It emulates the great 
touring cars seen on the 
greens at Pebble Beach, but 
with a more modem flair 
that projects Cadillac’s vi¬ 
sion for the future.” 

Unfortunately the total¬ 
ly topless Ciel is a bit too 
out there for production. 

Only the styling cues 
and some finishes, like the 
vintage wood treatment 
and Cabernet paint job will 
make it into production. 
(The latter inspired by the 
“rich translucence of a 
glass of red wine held up to 
the sunlight.”) 

But good on Cadillac for 
shooting big. Ciel is a nice 
shot.

Cars that use batteiy power 
are becoming more com¬ 
mon, but not all of them 
are meant to mn on elec¬ 
tricity alone. Some au¬ 


tomakers, including GM, 
are adding electric motors 
to engines for a conven¬ 
tional level of power with 
lower fuel consumption. 

A new system called eAs¬ 
sist will be available later 
this year on the 2012 Buiclc 
LaCrosse and Regal. “It will 
be more than a 25 per cent 
(fuel economy) improve¬ 
ment over the 2011,” says 
Daryl Wilson, lead develop¬ 


ment engineer for LaCrosse 
and Regal eAssist. 

The vast majority of the 
improvement will be from 
the eAssist, and the rest 
from aerodynamic im¬ 
provements and more fuel- 
efficient tires. 

Called “light electrifica¬ 
tion” technology, the sys¬ 
tem includes a small 
electric motor-generator at¬ 
tached to the gasoline en¬ 


gine, and a 29-lcilogram 
power pack containing a 
lithium-ion batteiy and 
power inverter. 

When you’re driving a 
conventional car and you 
press the throttle to get 
more power, the engine 
works harder and uses 
more fuel. With eAssist, 
the electric motor provides 
up to 15 horsepower to the 
engine, which doesn’t have 


to work as hard. Since elec¬ 
tric motors make their full 
power as soon as they start 
up that extra boost of pow¬ 
er is available when you 
press the throttle. 

Like a hybrid, the eAssist 
system shuts off the gaso¬ 
line engine at idle, such as 
when sitting at a red light 
(the lights, heater and 
stereo continue to operate) 
and starts it up again when 


you’re ready to take off. 

“Another key feature is 
that we cut fuel to the en¬ 
gine during deceleration,” 
Wilson says. “We do this at 
high speeds in all GM cars, 
but this one can be done 
right down to zero, en¬ 
abled by the ability to 
smooth torque distur¬ 
bances with the electric 
motor as you’re getting 
down to lower speeds.”
